The entire project should be 
completed in three years. 

Heavy snows throughout many sec- 
tions of California have caused the 
Division of Fish and Game to issue 
word to all sportsmen of the State to 
report at once any cases of failure of 
food supply for game birds and ani- 
mals to the nearest deputy Fish and 
Game Commisioner. Where deer, quail 
or other game birds or animals are 
facing starvation because the avail- 
able food supply is covercd with snow, 
the State conservation body stands 
ready and willing to contribute man 
power and finances for the purpose 
of taking care of the situation. 

The Kaweah fish hatchery at Ham- 
mond, on the banks of the Kaweah 
River below Three Riv. -s, was again 
placed in operation early in January, 
when 300,000 eastern brook trout eggs 
were received from Kingston, Mass. 
Other shipments from various sources 
will arrive in the near future, accord- 
ing to Supt. Ed Clessen. This, he de- 
clares, marks beginning of the hatch- 
ing season. 

Increased expense of maintaining 
the isolated “little red schoolhouse,” 
some of them having only two or three 
pupils, was a problem for California 
educators recently. Legislative enact- 
ment of a provision that schools must 
have at least ten pupils was proposed 
as a solution. Cost per pupil in many 
of the isolated rural schogls has 
mounted to more than $500, and in 
the smallest school in the state, locat- 


ed at Thompson, Mendocino County, 
with an average daily attendance of 
only two pupils, the expense for the 
year was $1363. Records of Vierling 
Kersey, state educational chief, show- 
ed the biggest contrast in Los Ange- 
les, where the smallest county school, 
located in Mint Canyon, boasted five 
pupils, as compared with the 148,552 
enrolled in Los Angeles city schools. 
As contrasted with Oakland’s average 
daily attendance of 30,348, there are 
two Alameda County rural schools 


with only six pupils each. The sec- 
ond smallest school in the state, lo- 
cated at Willow, El Dorado County, 


has only three pupils attending regu- 


larly, bringing the cost per pupil to 
more than $500. An average daily at- 
tendance of four students is reported 
at the little Salt Spring Valley school, 
Calaveras County,/ at a cost rate of 


$400 per pupil.

That there is need for a careful sur- 
vey or prison conditions in the United 
States is ecoming more obvious every 
day. The work of the National Crime 


Commission is to be commended for 
investigating this phase of the crime 
problem. According to >cports publish- 
ed recently by the subcommittee on 
pardons, parole, probai«sn, penal laws, 
and institutional correction, there is a 
need for the improvement of the per- 
sonnel of prisons and jails. 

The development of an efficient and 
effective force of guards is impossible 
in many states becauye the salaries 
paid are so low that capable men are 
not attracted. Prison guards in New 
Mexico get $800 a pear and $10 a 
month extra for food. In New 
Hampshire they receive $780 with no 
board or room provided. In Rhode Is- 
land and Wyoming tke pay is not 
much higher. Thus politics enters into 
the selection of medicore men, who 
have neither the training nor the 
aility for their positions.

At 
present the change from prison life to 
freedom is too abrupt, too sudden, too 
obvious. 

Those who maintain 'that capital 
punishment is civilized may object to 
such a system, ut to refore the crimi- 
nal does not mean to mollycoddle him, 
jolly him along, and e a sob sister. The 
state, which cannot create human life, 
should not destroy it. By maintaining 
a variety of prisons we will be able to 
segregati ithe hardened, hopeless crimi- 
nals from the other men and women 
who may be re-made into social be- 
ings. This is already being done in a 
leading European nation. 

Our administration of prisons must 
be strict and rigorous, but it must also 
be humane and socializing. It cannot 
be both while we herd criminals of 
all temperaments, degrees, and sent- 
ences in hugh and ugly prisons, with a 


low salaried personnel, inndectinte 
quarters, and no other aim than 
punishment.

We deny all intention of making 
a pun in the above headline, but 
simply want to say that the intro- 
duction of popcorn which can be 
“Guaranteed to Pop” is credited 
with being responsible for the re- 
cent revival in its popularity. In- 
vestigations have shown that more 
people are popping corn than a 
few years ago, and that there is 
much wider general interest in 
recipes for making popcorn con- 
fections. 

Here are a few such recipes, in- 
cluding that for the ever popular 
popcorn balls which have a record 
of proved popularity which reaches 
back over many years. 


Popcorn Candies 


To make these popcorn balls you 
melt one-half cup of butter, and add 
three cups of sugar, one cup of corn 
syrup and one cup of water.

Boil to 270° Fahrenheit, 
or until the candy is brittle when 
tried in cold water. Pour the mix- 
ture slowly, stirring constantly, over 
five quarts of popcorn which has 
been bought in hermetically sealed 
tin containers and previously salted. 
Shape into balls when cool enough 
to handle. 

If the popcorn is intended for a 
gift, mold it against the sides of a 
small bow! instead of molding it 
into balls. Then, when it is cold, 
remove it from the mold and fill

put two cups of granulated sugar, 
one cup of dark corn syrup, light 
molasses or strained honey, and one- 
half cup of water in a deep, heavy 
skillet. Stir over the fire only un- 
til the sugar is dissolved, then boil 
until the mixture is very slightly 
scorched and will crackle when 
dropped into cold water. Remove 
from the fire, add one teaspoon of 
vanilla and one quart, slightly 
salted, of the popcorn which comes in 
he rmetically sealed containers, and 
finally stir in two teaspoons of soda, 
mixing well. Pour into a shallow 
buttered pan, and, when cold, break 
into suitable sized pieces for serving. 
Popcorn Fudge is made by boiling 
one cup of granulated sugar, one 
cup of brown sugar, one cup of thin 
cream and one teaspoon of butter 
to the soft ball stage. Take from 
the fire, beat until the syrup begins 
to thicken, add one-half teaspoon of 
vanilla and two cups of the popcorn 
which is sold in hermetically sealed 
cans. Pour into a greased pan, 
and, when cool, cut into squares. 


Playing with Popcorn 


Children like to make strings of 
glistening white popcorn to wear ag 
necklaces, and there are also ways 
in which grown-ups can make them 
into table decorations. Amusing 
little men and women can be made 
by threading popped corn together 
to form bodies, arms and legs and 
heads, and these have been used tor 
place cards at informal luncheons, 
Some hostesses who are clever with 
their fingers have also been able to 
make various smali animals by the 
same method.*

“Education is a process of experi- 
encing, and the program of the insti- 
tute is so arranged as to give the 
greatest opportunity to gain by such 
experience. Through this we develop 
the art of thinking. Thinking has 
been described as the ability to han- 
dle experience and to bring it to bear 
on a problem. Effective thinking 
arises when we are presented with 
the choice of conduct.
